WORLD'S FAIR. 

.Iiuiglnir of Exhibits- Insurance Banquet- 
Help for the Bereaved Families 
of the Firemen. 

Chicago, July lf> —Tho immense flag on 
tho Washington State building was yester- 
day blown to the ground and considerably 
torn by the heavy storm. It is considered 
a propitious omen that tho pole escaped the 
lightning, as it is tho highest thing in the 
World's Fair grounds. Several other ob- 
jects in the vicinity were razed. 

The National Commission remained in 
secret session uenrly I he whole day, consid- 
ering the question of Director-General 
Davis' supremacy over Mr. Burnham, and 
the case of Commissioner White, of New 
Mexico. The director general case was not 
settled, and the ease of Commissioner White 
will come before tho commission for final 
adjudication to -morrow. 

The work of judging exhibits iu some of 
tho departments will be commenced to- 
morrow by John lioyd Thatcher and some 
of his men. At noon the judges will meet 
a committee from tho manufactures build- 
ing at their office, and later the mines and 
mining committee will meet i ho judges. 
At one o'clock the committee for the agricul- 
tural building will be met by the judges in 
that building to discuss a few preliminaries, 
after whiih the work of adjudging exhibits 
will be taken up. 

At the banquet last evening at the grand 
hall of I he New York State building by 
John A. MoCall, president of the Now 
York Life Insurance Co, to 200 general in- 
surer ce agents, it was voted to contribute 
81,000 to the fund for the families of tho 
firemen killed in the late disaster on the 
exposition ground Over $6,000 were re- 
ceived at President Higgiuboi hum's office 
to day for the benefi' of tho bereaved fami- 
lies of the firemen who lost their lives in 
the cobl storage warehouse lire. 

Consul-General Bruwaert, of France, re- 
ceived the friends end relatives of the 
French commission yesterday afternoon on 
the occasion of the anniversary of tho fall 
of the Hostile. France's day was honored 
in a special way by the singing of the Mar- 
seillaise and other patriotic uirs. 



TROUBLE IN EGYPT. 

II. 51. S. "Indexible" Hurried to Alex- 
andria With All Speed. 

VALLETA, Malta, July 15. — The British 
battleship Inflexible, mounting twelve guns, 
has been ordered lo proceed immediately 
from this port to Alexandria, Egypt.

IMPEUIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Homo Rule Expected to Pasa tho 
House by the Third Week 
iu August- 



Gladstone and Jolm Burns— The Lib- 
erals Anxious About Their 
Aged Leader. 



London, July 15 —The Home Kulo bill 
will bo got through the Houa? of Commons 
on or about August 21. Under ordinary 
oiroustancea a fortnight would wind up the 
business of the session. The gamo of tho 
Unionists is, however, to protract the ses- 
sion, despite the heat and exhaustion, for 
weeks after the House of Lords shall have 
rejected tho bill. They wanted to accom- 
plish their purpose by* means of endless 
meetings and divisions on the financial 
votes. They hope thus to reduce 
iho majority of the Government to 
the minimum, and eventually to drive 
the Ministry ton premature dissolution by 
their piolonged brawling uud bullying 
The mutiny of the Parnellites under John 
Ri dmond against the financial proposals 
will probably be subdued. Tho means, as 
usual, will lie concessions from the Govern- 
ment. The Parnellites will smother tin ir 
opposition to the clauses in question in con- 
sideration of Mr. Gladstone's promise to ap- 
point a commission on the relation of Ire- 
land to Great Britain. 

In the two si ries of division! ikon under 
the closure resolution on the — Jine Kulo 
bill, Mr. Qladatone has been a ligure of 
pathetic interest. He remained at bis post, 
despite his painful weariness, throughput 
both evenings and trudged faithfully into 
the lobby every time a clause was voted. On 
last Thursday evening, in tho crowded li- 
brary lobby bo began talking with his near- 
est neighbor concerning the success of the 
Government. Afier a few romaiks ho 
asked this neighbor for his name. Tho 
member replied : "John Burns, sir." Mr. 
Gladstone grasped the celebrated labor agi- 
tator's hand and siul pathetically, " My 
sight is failing. Very of ten only tho con- 
tour of the person and tho tone of 
his voice enables me to recognize him. " 
Conversation then turned on tho 
strum to which the rjession subjected the 
members and Mr. Burns remarked, " Hard 
work makes work, but at tho sumo 
time makes ono lovo it." "So I have 
felt," Mr Gladstone answered, "And may 
you live many years to put that principle in 
practice. Wo both have been haul work- 
ers." The conversation was overheard by 
several members near Mr. Gladstone during 
the conversation, and bus been repeated iu 
the tone of pathos which now characterizes 
so many of the Liberals' utterances concern- 
ing their uged leader. 

FALL OF THE BASTILE. 

The Anniversary Remarkable for the Absence 
of Celebrations— Cause, Fears of 
Riot. 

Paris, July 10.— Yesterday was the 101' h 
anniversary of the fall of the Bastilo. The 
anniversary is usually celebrated with much 
rejoicing, but. this year, in Paris, it was 
tame, and the usual celebrations were con- 
spicuous through their absence This was 
due entirely to the feeling engendered by 
the recent riots. Tho municipal council, 
upon which heretofore much of the expense 
of these celebrations has fallen, has taken no 
pirt in the day's observance. The members 
of I he council, many of Whom, if not actu- 
ally known as Socialists, have leanings in 
that direction, are still sulky because of the 
Government's action in regard to tho labor 
exchango and threaten to dissolve their 
body. In view of these conflic's, the coun- 
cil left the celebration in the hands of 
others, wilh tho result that the decorations 
are hardly worthy of notice and the night 
illumination has been abandoned. Alto- 
gether the anniversary ia noticeable for the 
lack of observance. 

The Anarchists have taken advantage of 
the day to post incendiary placards, and 
the police are busy destroying these red 
posters. They made many threats of what 
they intended to do, going as far as to say 
they would deatroy tho city with lire, but 
the authorities were prepared for whatever 
overt acta they might attempt. The lire 
brigade and two regiments of troops were 
in readiness to light tire or tho Anarchists 
themselves. The celebration in tho evening 
was devoid of popular enthusiasm and its 
official nature was everywhere apparent, 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



Gloomy Outlook In Nicaragua. 

Managua, July 15. — The outlook here ia 
gloomy. Granada enthusiastically supports 
tho Government, but in Managua there is 
not much encouragement, as but few are 
proclaiming themselves, and these feebly 
and lukewarm in its support. Meantime 
the revolution is spreading rapidly. The 
rebels have captured the towns of Ooriuic 
and Chinendega. Col. Ortiz is tho leader of 
tho revolutionary party. The revolutionists 
have about 10,000 well-armed men and tho 
Government forces number about the same. 
Momelombo ia fortified by the revolutionists, 
and hero they have live lake steamers, while 
the Government has but one. This Govern- 
ment has closed the port of Corinio. 

Bo I to Locate. 

VANCOUVER, Wash., July 15, — Fifty peo- 
ple, including ten women, intending to (ilo 
on public lands, formed in lino at fl o'clock 
yesterday morning in front of the United 
Suites land office, wherothey expect to hold 
their places until il o'clock on Monday 
morning, when two townships in Cowlitz 
and Lewis counties will be declared open 
for settlement. One hundred and fifty 
inoro are expected to arrive to-morrow. The 
land is considered valuable. 

'Frisco's Fair. 

San Francisco, July 15. — At the meeting 
of tho executivo committco of finance of the 
mid-winter fair, yesterday, the muttor of 
the mass meeting was discussed and left in 
abeyance, but it was generally unndcrstood 
that it would bo arranged for somo day next 
week. Tho chairman of the oxecutive com- 
mittee announced that from reports already 



received from tho various Bub-committces 
he was pleased to see that the outlook for 
subscriptions surpassed the anticipations of 
tho committee. 

Education in Chill. 

Valparaiso, July 15.— There woro two 
demonstrations yesterday in Santiago in re- 
gard to the public instruction bill, one in 
Uvor of tho Government and tho other 
against it. Students of tho Roman Catholic 
university cheered the president and cabinet 
for supporting tho measure. Members of 
tho Lib ral and Radical parties denounced 
tho bill and showed thoir opposition to tho 
interference ot the clergy with tho schools 
by breaking the windows of the university. 
The police worn culled out, but tho mob re- 
tired without doing further dumago. 

Now Hallway Turin's. 

San Francisco, July 15 — Tho new tariff 
of the Sunset route, to take effect July 17, 
and that of tho Canadian Pacific, to take 
effect on the 'JOth, were received in thia cily 
to-day. A comparison of the Sunset and 
the Canadian Pacific tariffs confirms the 
prediction that the right toadiff reutial ha* 
been forced by the Canadian Pacific on th- 
Sunset, and that this right is recognized. Ii 
is now said that on the 20th tho rates of the 
North American Navigation company will 
be advanced, and that the Sunset and Cans 
d:an Pacific will then further advance ralet. 

Stocks In New York, 

New York, July 15.— Higher prices were 
recorded at tho opening of business at the 
Stock Exchange, un advance of i to J per 
cent, having been established in tho face of 
lower cables from London. The early gain 
was not only lost, however, but a net decline 
of l.| to l^ 1 per cent, was recorded di r\»p 
the day. Tho bank statement, with iis 
gain on reserve, the first increase reported 
since May 27 last, however, checked the 
decline for a time, but at the close the lone 
was downward. The market closed weak.

HAWAIIAN NOTES. 



Material Increase in the Shipping 
Business - Increased Passenger 
Traffic-Fruit Trade. 



Political Matters- Spreckels an Ira 
portant Factor- Opium Smug- 
gling Being- stopped. 



(Senttlo Press-Times ) 
George Carter, local corrsul for the 
Hawaiian Islands, has just returned from 
Honolulu, bringing with him the latest 
news of the political and trade situation 
tbero. Iu reply to various questions he- 
says : 

"There were four largo steamships at 
Honolulu when I leD, indicating a consider- 
able increase in shipping business there. 
Two of the Canadian Pacific Riilway 
company's vessels, runni. g to Sydney, 
Australia, and Auckland, Now Zealand, 
now stop at the Islands both ways. The 
Occidental and Oriental liners, Oceanic, 
Bc'gic and China, have also changed their 
rout?-, and now call at Honolulu. The 
Pacific Mail company's boats to Australia, 
the Mariposa and Alameda, also call, the 
local line, Sprocket's, completing the list. 
Tho reason for these changes, however, 
should be explained. 

"It is not so much tho freight traffic which 
induces the vessels to call as the passenger 
traffic, the stop-over at Honolulu a filing 
greatly to the comfort of the voyage, fresh 
provisions, particularly fruits and vego 
tables, being taken aboard and passengers 
being allowed to land. Another reason is 
that the" voyage south is found to bo much 
better on account of weather anil winds 
The Honolulu bar also has recently been 
dredged to a depth of twenty-two feet ut 
low water, allowing vessels to approach the 
dock. The crops on the Islands are doing 
well, particularly tho sugar plantations A 
hugely increased acreage is noticed this 
year over last, nliiut §25,000,000 now beti g 
invested in the auyar crop alone. There is 
a population in the cipital itself of '2'2 000, 
and the whole country has about 100, 000, 

" Politics nn i he islands aro now etroDgly 
factional, Spreckels und tho Provisional 
Government being the chief factors. The 
latter, made up of tho principal business 
men of tho country, seems well able to bold 
its own, however. An erroneous imprea 
sion prevails in regard to Spreckels' power. 
In reality it amounts to but littlecompared to 
the power he has to light. Spreckels, a 
short time ago, caused tiie resignation of 
Potter as minister of finance of tho Provi- 
sional Government, Potter being cashier of 
the Spreckels b ink. Tho millionaire next 
day unexpectedly demanded the payment 
of a loan of §100,000, hoping to confuse 
the Provisional Government. The demand 
was pud at once, business men vicing with 
each other at the treasury office with money 
in hand. Tho debt was paid in full, und in 
golrl us well. 

"Samuel Damon, manager of tho BlBhop 
& Co's bank, ia now minister of finance. He 
has reduced expenses immensely and has 
found a great many leuka in taxes. Ouc. 
royalist on the island was found who bad 
never paid as much as a tenth of his tuxes. 
Opium smuggling is ulso being stopped and 
the pi ice ia rising Several seizures have 
been made. Another event, also, was the 
arrest of three Englishmen and their con- 
finement in jail for conspiracy against the 
Government. They are uccused of attempt- 
ing to bribe the guard to obtain their ussist- 
ancG iu seizing the palace. Dynamite was 
found with the conspirators. Tho majority 
of the business population is well aatiBfjt-d 
with tho present Government, though in tho 
unsettled stuto of affairs not much ia being 
done."

AWKWARD CONTINGENCY. 

The Nlcnraeraan Revolution Happens at a 
Time When the Climate is Least 
Endurable. 

\VaSHIKOTON, July la.— Tho department 
has received advices from Minister Baker 
ut Managua, confirming tho news that u 
revolution has broken out again in Nicara- 
gua, and that the President of tho Republic 
and his Miniater of Foreign Affairs are hold 
prisoners at Loon. There was no buttle, 
but tho Minister regards tho situation us 
critical. This wus disagreeable news to the 
Navy Department, for it will require the 
Secretary to Bend u novul vessel to Nicara- 
gua at u season when tho climate ia least 
endurable and fever is prevalent at many 
places. The trouble iu this case uppeurs to 
be that the Northwest part of the country 
in the Department ot Occident and Leon, 
where the officials are held captive, ia about 
50 miles buck from ihe couBt. The nearest 
liort is Corinio, otherwise Ifnown us Reals jo, 
which is ulso the Cible cunneotiou. 'ihe 
nn'y United States ship . available on the 
West coast is the Alliance, and Bhe is 1,500 
miles distant, at Calluo, Peru. It will take 
her about a week or ten duys to make the 
trip after she receives her orders and takis 
special storea aboard.

Body by Victoria Sealers. 



The Collier "Bawnmore" Libelled for 
a Bit* Sum— Indian Seal 
Hunters Safe at Home. 

Capt. Crowell, of the little sealing 
schooner San Jose, which returned to port 
yeaterduy morning, brings still further in- 
formation iu regard to tho wrecked whaler 
off Capo St. Klius, but to the effect that she 
is the same vessel whoso unfortunate futo 
has already been chronicled in the COLONIST. 
The lost whaling bout which wus picked up 
by tho " Black Diamond " Borne timo ugo, 
does not, however, belong to this stranded 
ship, as her crow were all saved, while this 
cruft had attached to it tho body of u dead 
Bailor. Capt. MeCarley, of the Beatrice, who 
waa Capt. Crowell's informant, atatea that 
the small boat when found, hud the body 
attached by about 450 fathoms of line, 
which, when hauled in, brought to view the 
veil preserved corpse. The line waa 
securely lushed round tho legs of the dead 
man, uud held him (irmly to the floating crnft. 
The general conclusion arrived at by the 
sealers is that tho poor fellow had attacked 
a w hale, untl the sea monster, in bis effort 
to escape, upset the boat, thrown g the man 
out, and afterwaids righting itself.

Preparations Made 'by the Esquimau 
Waterworks Company to Supply 
Plenty of It, 

An Aldprnmnic Jaunt Out to Gold- 
stream Lake, at the Invitation 
of Mr. T. Lubbe. 



For a '.oriR time there have been constant 
complaints 01 Victoria's water Bupply, until 
it has become a question which ugitates 
almost every one, it having been realized 
that in the near future an answer must be 
found to the problem— how shall the people 
obtain un ample water supply, pure, drink- 
ablo and serviceable, and this, too, with suf- 
ficient pressure at all times to render it 
available for the purposes of the fire depart- 
ment. 

The Mayor and aldermen yesterday had 
the pleasure of seeing for themselves a vast 
reaervoir where the art of nian and the 
enterprising expenditure of private 
money hud provided tho means for 
giving to each and every inhabitant 
of a great city of three or tour hundred 
thousand souls, all the water that would be 
needetl of a quality equal to the best — all 
available at moderate expense for the city 
of Victoria and i • s growing rtquiremonta 
Needless to say, the civic fathers were sur- 
prised, and tm y were also delighted, for 
while as a theoretical proposition it had 
always been maintained that the true BOUicn 
of Victoria's suuply was Goldstream, tow, if 
any, had the remotest conception of how 
grand that source Was, how, advantageous 
its situation ami what an t xc-llcnt quality 
of pure, limpid, spatkliog, refreshing 
" Ad .m's Ale " was to be had under such 
peculiarly easy circumstances. 

The "dlriormanio jaunt " was undertaken 
at tho invitation ot Mr Theodore Lubbe, 
managing director of the Eaquinialt Water- 
works company, which, under its extensive 
charter privileges, has constructed a work 
of great magnitude. A special train lift 
tho E. & N. station at Si.'IO a.m., having on 
board " the hosts " Messrs. T. Lubbe, Thos 
' Earle, M I' , W. P. 8ayward and Col. 
Pierce, of the E-quimalt company ; His 
Worship Mayor Beaven, Aid. Bulyea, Munn, 
McKilhoau, Bragg, Henderson, Miller and 
Styles, Citv Treasurer Kent, City Auditor 
Raymur, City Engineer Wilmot, Assessor 
Northcott, Dr. George Dmcan, Municipal 
Health Oilijer, Mr. H K. Prior, general 
freight and passenger agent of tho IS. & X., 
Mr. Gavin H. liurns, manager of the Bank 
of B.N A , Mis-rs. Wm. Templenian and 
Geo. Denny of the Times, and A. S. Potts 
of the Colonist. Tho train pulled out of 
the dtpot Hharp on time, and made no stop 
until Thetis lake was reached or rather the 
road leading to the lake. Here tho entire 
party climbed the hill nearly three-quarters 
of a mile until they reached the lake which 
is 17^1 feet about tho sea level. A 
close inspection of this reservoir was 
made. It is from there that the 4 
supply of water is had for Victoria West 
and the naval station at E-quimalt. The 
" liquid " is clear and pure, and tho very 
appearance of the place is suggestive of 
cleanness The shores ar", in places, steep, 
and in other pluces meadowed, having a 
gradual slope. Around there runs a 
fence, for the company, which owns the 
whole of the property surrounding, is de 
termined to allow no pol ution to get into 
the water, and even cattle are not permit- 
ted to run on the hanks. The greatest 
depth of tho lake is about, fifty feet, and it 
being the bixin of a natural watershed, has 
always a gi'od supply. Mr. Georgo Welsh, 
tho caretaker, has a neat cottage on the 
property between the lake and the railway, 
devoting his fptre time to looking after a 
very attractive"little farm. 

Having spent about an hour in the inspec- 
tion of Thetis lake and its surroundings, the 
train which was in waiting was again 
boarded and another quarter of an hour 
brought the party to the end of tho railway 
journey, the junction of the E & N. and 
the Nanaimo road, Hero there wore in 
waiting covered carriages for tho entire 
party, but tho day being bright and cleur 
no one sought i he protection afforded and 
the tops were folded down. The drive to 
Goldstream lake, eight miles distant, wus 
over a fairly good, though hilly road, which 
wound its way among the mountains and, 
gradually ascending, skirted the many high 
hills so that on one s>de there was grandeui 
above and on the other side the inviting 
though dense thickness of deep valleys at 
the bottom where one would occasionally 
catch glimpses of a little mountain stream 
winding its way through the woods like a 
stiver thread, bubbling over the rapids ucd 
tumbling joyously over the falls. As in 
many other parts of liritibh Columbia the 
scenery along the road is incomparably 
grand and the tali tiees of Douglas fir, 
cedar and white pine almost meeting 
at tho top form a canopy which 
ahut out King Sol's warm rays. So pleasing 
und inviting was ihe route that many of tho 
guests walked a good portion of the way, 
stopping at times to note tho luxurious un- 
dergrowth, the thick patches of alder bushes 
with their bright red berries, tho delicate 
maiden hair fern, and last, but not least, the 
raspberry and thimble-berry hushes, with 
their delicious fruit About 11 o'clock the 
lake was reached, and while the horses were 
b ung uo hi tohed and cared for the visitors 
wandered around in groups with wide 
open eyes, taking in tho general view of 
what was to them, as has been auid, 
a surprise and a delight. Away 
to the North there stretched a 
magnificent expanse, of water, on tho East 
and West were high mountains, with wood- 
ed aides down to within a short distance of 
the water's edge, on the Souih was tho new- 
ly constructed dam, which holds the waters 
back, and, with what nature had already 
provided, completes a reaervoir of immense 
proportions. 

It took tho best part of two sumniera to 
build tho dam, and all whoso pleasure it 
waa to see it joined in the opinion that it ia 
a work of which the c impany may well bo 
proud. Running from eaet to west in temi 
circular shape the btructuro extends over 
no less than 993 feet of ground. At the 
water level iis thickness is thirty-fivo feet, 
and from this it gradually tapers o!F to fif- 
teen feet ut the levelled top, ten or twelve 
feet above. In building it tho first thing 
was to get down to bed rock. Then a "pud- 
dled wall" was laid with gravel embank- 
ment, until tho dam as completed is us solid 
us the foundation rock itself, and so close 
and compact that it does not leak un 
ounce in u month. About the middle of tho 
dam is tho uluico way, through which tho 
water is let out. Tl^o discharge is a cast 
iron Banged pipe, entirely imbedded in con- 
crete, and some idea of tho stupendous 
pressuro may he had when it is known that 
■with the disoha'ge valve only one-fifth open 
the flow of water is over nino million Imper- 
ial gallons every 21 hours. When the 
valve is completely open tho amount dis- 
charged would be about 44 (XK), 000 Imperial 
gallons, or more than enough to abundantly 
supply tbo wants of a city of 300,000 psoplo 



— all allowances being made for street 
watering, fire hydrants, sewer flushing and 
everything else. In thia connection it must 
be n munbered that the outlet at the dum 
is 1,505 feet above sea level, which', with all 
deductions for tho seventeen miles of main 
to reach the heart of Victoria, would give a 
pressure even on the high city levels ample 
tor ull fire purposes, and, in fact, up to 100 
lha., or as much more aa tho water pipes 
would stand. Aa Aid. Miller remarked 
when he stood on tho dam watching tho 
water rushing like churned buttermilk out 
of tho discharge pipe, "What a world of 
possibilities are here opened for the manu- 
facture of electricity." 

Having made a careful investigation of 
the dam and tho outlet, and drunk of tho 
limpd water, which everyone pronounced 
excellent, a abort adjournment waa taken 
to tho house of tho caretaker, Mr. 
W. W. Ralph, where a light luncheon 
was served, whilo Mr. Lubbe and his 
associates explained how the work had been 
commenced, carried on and completed \\ hen 
it was first decided to make the little Dko a 
huge reservoir, the first step after necessary 
surveys was to blast through tho eolid ruck 
at tho outlet and lower the lako ten feet, bo 
thut it coidd be cleared of all deadwood and 
cleaned. Every stick of timber wus taken 
out and burned, and the standing timber on 
the banks was cut down and disposed of in 
the same way until a basin was made which, 
above all things, was clean and freo from 
any vegetable matter that in decomposing 
would affect the quality of tho water. 
The land surrounding the lako was all ac- 
quired by the company, and on the edges 
« as cleared and burned, so that the prime 
rtquixite, purity, could be maintained All 
this having been done the dam wus built, 
400 men having bsen at work on it all last 
summer and a goo i portion of this. All the 
party were takeu out for a row up the hike, 
and saw for themselves the work which had 
been done, as above described. Tho moun- 
tains on three sides form au ideal watershed, 
the like of which is not to bo found any- 
where else on Vancouver Island. Tho sides 
of the mountains are so steep that, even if 
the company were willing, no one could 
live there; but in any event tho company 
has determined to refuse this permission. 
All enj iyed the little c uise on tho water 
very much. It was enlivened a little by 
Aid Harry Munn'a vain elfurta to shoot a 
solitary loon, which would not be shot even 
by to good a marksman, and persisted in 
diving just at tho wrong time, only to come 
up again in an unexpected direction with ita 
derisive screech, which was echoed and re 
t choed in the mountains. Tho lake ia in 
placea ISO f et deep, and varies from thia 
up to 30 and 40, with an average of about 
50 to 60 feet. 

Onco more returning to the neat log house 
the party, with un individual and combined 
appetite that was wonderful, sat down at a 
well laid table and enjoyed a sumptuous 
collation very thoughtfully provided by the 
Company. Nor was tho repast the most en- 
joyable part of the indoor programme, for, 
when huge quantities of cold chicken, ham 
und the like had beon made away with, 
thero followed an after dinner " chat,' 1 
which assumed the semblance of "speech 
making after the banquet. " Tho health of 
Her Mm] -sty the Queen was duly honored, 
and A'd. liragg, Miller and A-sessor North- 
cott enlivened the proceedings with songs. 
Mayor Beaven proposed a toast to "Our 
Hosts," Messrs. Thomas Earle, M.P. , T. 
Lubbe and Col. Pierco responding. The 
latt r, in concluding, named the Mayor and 
Hoard of Aldermen, paying a high tribute 
to the City Fathers for their perseverance in 
carrying on the affairs of the city under so 
many difficulties. Mayor Beaven and all 
the aldermen mado speeches in reply, ex- 
pressing tho hope that the result of tho 
enterprise of the Company would be utilized 
by the City of Victoria, thus settling, for 
all time to come, the question of the future 
water supply. Mr Thomas Eirle, M.P., 
in proposing " The City Officials," aaid that 
Victoria was to be congratulated on having 
in her service such an able, energetic and 
reliable staff, in whoso hands so much 
power lay, to effectively carry out the 
work of the Corporation. All the city 
officials present made speeches in reply. 
Aid. Miller's toast to the " Financial In- 
stitutions" wus answered by Mr. Hums, 
and Messrs. Templeman, Potts and Denny 
responded for the press, tho old, familiar 
and much loved " Cod Save the Queen " be- 
ing sung just about half-past 5 o'clock. Aa 
the party were going down to tho carriagea 
to begin the homeward drive, Mr. Temple- 
man took a group photograph aa the lust of 
tho many views he got during the day. The 
homeward drive was aa pleasant as that of 
the morning, and as the party settled down 
on the "special," which waa in waiting at 
the crossit g, everyone returned moat Bin 
cere i hanks to Mr. Lubbe and hiB associates 
for one of the most pleasant and interesting 
civic outings on record. 

SCHOOL BUILDING PLANS. 

To tiik EDITOR : — Will you kindly per 
niit me to avail uyself of a small space ir 
your much esteemed piper, to express my 
sentiments (and from what I can gather 
the feelings of others who have interested 
themselves in the subject) regarding the 
ultimato decision arrived at by the Hoard 
of Trustees in their final awards in the re 
cent competition for the proposed ward 
achoola. It seems that a number of archi- 
tects were invited to compete, und about 
Bix teen seta of plana were received, and 
utter n jeci ing some of these, a difficulty 
uroao aa to tho final selections. It, was 
decided, therefore, to reFer to Mr. Fripp, 
architect of Vancouver, for assistance and 
advice in the matter, and he consequently 
made out a report, c ireful ly weighing the 
merits of each design, finally advising them 
to select Nos II, 5 B and 8. in order of 
merit us named for their awards. Of No, 
II, 1 have nothing to say; but as to the 
selection of No 8 over 5 li, in opposition to 
the written decision of thoir own selected 
arbitrator ; it seems strange to say the least, 
and leads men to wonder and question. 

Mr. Fripp'a report on No 5 B, is de- 
cidedly of a most satisfactory nature, whilst, 
on tho other band, his remarks on No. S. 
are certainly not very flittering -rather tho 
reverse. Why, then, should the committee, 
who have previously been unable to decide 
matters among themselves, ignore his ad- 
vice? It seems certainly hard on poor No. 
5 15. And if the suggestion bo hereafter 
carried out, that No. 8 may alter or make 
out new elevations, it will bo most unjust, 
notonly to No 5 li, butto all thoother com- 
petition. I shall not, neither do I desire to 
enter into any conclusions that must arise, 
and have arisen in tho minds of others 
beside mysoif on this subject. Public 
school matters aro what might bo termed 
public property, and I must make this my 
excuse for thus trespassing on your valuable 
spaco. 

Should tho lato decision bo unavoidably 
final, would it be out of place for tbo School 
Hoard to show their appreciation of No. 5 
K'a efforts in somo tangiblo manner, al- 
though they may have been inclined to 
forego his apparently rightful claim to 
second place. Thanking you, etc. ,

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC 



How the Charge Against tue Roart 
Was Got Up by U. S. 
Officials. 



Their Expectations Rprjardiiifr It- 
Clear Uase of Rate Cuttiuff," 
They Say.

Tacoma, July 15.— Tho special agent of 
tho Interstate Commerce Commission, F. 
(i. Kretachmer, who laid tho trap to cap- 
ture the Canadian Pacific railroad selling 
tickets below tho eclieduled rate, explains 
as follows : 

" Since tho decision a year ago, in which 
Justice Allen, of the Illinois district, held 
that Congresa had no jurisdiction over the 
operatiouB of railroads operating partially 
this country und partiully in Canada, con - 
plaints poured into tho commission that the 
Canadian Pacific railroad was blushing 
rates, both passenger and freight. 1 was 
ordered hero to investigate, and of course if 
I could have caught any (Cher road cutting 
I should have reported it. Hut, whilo 1 
understand that tho other roads did cut, 
they did so, I understand, through the 
scalpers, giving them say §10 or §15 tor 
selling a through ticket It would have 
been difficult to prosecute in a case where 
the ticket was sold in this roundabout man- 
ner. While travelling about hero I met 
Mia. Nellia on a train and learned that alio 
was going Kat-t via tho Union Pacific. I 
naked her if she would go to the Canadian 
Pacific i lllce and get a ticket. She agreed 
to do so. Her home ia at Burlington and 
she purchuseti a ticket for Boston, paying 
§05. wliou the rate was §78 70. I secured 
the ticket from her und ahe returned by the 
Union Pacific Sho is not in the employ of 
the Interstate Commission, und is not my 
stenographer." 

This ia the first time thut tho interstate 
commerce commission has attempted to 
arraign any transcontinental railroad com- 
pany for violation of the interstate com- 
merce law in the cutting of ticket ratea. It 
has succeeded in convicting aeveral roads of 
unlawfully rebating on freight, and ut Kan- 
sas city had three men sentenced to three 
years in stato prison and fined §3,000 each. 
The tine in that instance wua paid, but 
l'reaident Harrison, on account of extenua- 
ting circumstances, remitted the imprison- 
ment sentence. Mr. Kretachmer says it ia 
a common thing to uae women in aecuiing 
evidence against raiboada. At St. Paul, 
for instance, he saya aeveral achool teachera 
were made ussistanta. Mra. Nellis WU8 
Bubptenaed in the usual way, he aaya, to 
come hero from Burlington and teatify. She 
came under proteat. It baa been aaid that 
ahe ia the relative of prominent Burlington 
railroad people and was acting in the inter- 
ests of the interstate commission. She says: 

" I do not care to say much, except that 
I am not a stenographer and wus out hore 
luat January on a pleiauro trip. I know 
Mr. Kretachmer and kuow something of his 
business. At the time I met him here on 
the Coast I had not decided definitely by 
which route I would go Bast. I had thought 
of taking the Union Pacific when Mr. 
Kretachmer asked me to purchase a ticket 
of the Canadian Pacific. I did so, and he 
paid me for it, §C5. I did not know what 
ho was going to do with if Tho next time 
when 1 get a ticket I am sure I shall keep it 
and use it myself. I wus subpoenaed by 
tho court and had to come out hero and 
teatify. I am very anxious to get away 
and go home. I did not willingly become 
mixed up in this matter, and I shall en- 
deavor never to get mixed up again." 

The indictment against the company was 
drawn by Assistant United States Prose- 
cuting Attorney Robertson, and is intended 
to cover fiist, tho sale of a ticket at a cut 
rate, by a foreign corporation doing busi- 
ness in this country, and secondly, the sale 
of a ticket for transportation between points 
in the United States. In thia case it ia 
expected that the court will sustain I he 
indictment on the ground that the ticket 
was for points within tho United States, 
and thut the Illinoia caae will not etiok, 
inasmuch aa in that ciibc the road wua oper- 
uted mostly in Canada, a foreign country, 
and as the business was done between points 
in the two countries. In the Illinois case 
the Wabash and the Grand Trunk agreed to 
carry freight at a rebate, and the court found 
that more miles of the roads involved were 
operated in Canada than in tho United 
States, and that other reasons prevented the 
United States from interfering in ratea. 

In thut caso the defendants demurred, 
and the court sustained it. In this case it 
is anticipated that Crowley & Sullivan, 
attorneya for the defendants, will also de- 
mur, and on that iaauo tho fight will be 
made. Mr. Kretachmer Btates that ho 
fnund, on arriving here, that the Union 
Pacific was making uo pretonae ot cutting 
rates or competing with tho other trans 
continental roads from thia point. Aa a 
rule, he says, roads do not sell tickets at a 
discount over their counters, aa did the 
Canadian Pacific here. At Seattle ho 
walked into tho Canadian Pacific office, and 
while Standing there ho heard a customer 
ask about rates, and heard tho agent te 
him that anything from the ceiling to the 
floor went, oo long as they got business. 

Referring to tho Canadian Pacific's rate 
cutting, a gentleman says : "It baa been 
cutting right and left. It put on the 
Merchants' linn of ste inters, from Vancou- 
ver to Portland, for the purpose of evading 
the Interstate Commerce laws. Its repre- 
sentative, Mr. Brown, told ita agent ut 
Portland that that was the purpose. It 
paid the so called 'Merchants line §5, (100 
as a subsidy to act for it, and gave rebates 
to shippers. Tbo scheme wua to quote 
through rates from the East to tbo West, 
and from tho West to tho East, und then 
have this steamship line get in a rebate of 
'_'() per cent, of the whole freight. In that 
way it got business. The Portland railroad 
men know these facts."

TUB SCHOOL- HOUSE PLANS. 

Objootioo is made to the action of tho 
City School Trustees in choosing plun No 
8, which was third on the list of the advis 
ing architect, in preference to 5 B, which 
was second. It will be aeon, by reference 
to tbto architect's report, that ho considered 
the plans " fairly level in merit," and also, 
that he suggested alterations in both 5 B 
and No. 8 plans. With regard to 5 B he 
s»id, "1 would urge that provision he made 
for a second Btair to the assembly room in 
tlie attic." 

With regard to No, 8, he said: "The 
plan is a good one, but the elovations aro 
weak and poorly drawn." 

When the Trustees came to consider the 
plans they regarded No 8 as the less faulty. 
Tho defect was not in tho arrangement of 
the building, but simply in its outside ap- 
pearance. It had the assembly room on the 
ground floor, which, when both safety and 
convenience are considered, ia a gre.it merit. 

In plan 5 B the defect was tho want of 
n second stair to the assembly room. This 
is a matter that concerns the safety of an 
audieOCB in ciso of tiro. A largo hall in ihe 
uttic capable of accommodating over five 
hundred persons with only one outlet to the 
ground 11 ior cannot be called safe. The 
Trustees, thon, when considering the merits 
of pluna* fairly level in merit, gave preference 
to the one which was, in their opinion, 
oost commodious aa well as safest. 

With regard to alterations, tho reader sees 
that tho advising architect suggested alter- 
ations in 5 B plan on'y, eo in this respect 
they W£re not both oik an equality. \\ e be- 



ing the result of tho investigation of the 
ceiiBus oiiicials. He merely repeated what 
hud been said to him, without, as far us we 
have seen, either noto or comment, 



THE GAG IN PA Ml AM EXT. 

The Conservative minority in tho British 
House of Commons aro not resigned to bo 
gxgged submissively. They lose no oppor- 
tunity of showing that they resent the ex- 
traordinary uso which Mr. Gladstone ia 
malting of hia >>ma!l m»j.>rity, which major- 
ity, in these stormy turns, ia becoming 
Bmaller by degrees and beautifully leaa. 
There aro some who may deplore tho scenes 
of contention uud disorder that have betn 
witnessed of late, hut what is most to bo 
deplored ia that quietly disposed men and 
lovers of order should bo, by tyranny and 
injustice, goaded into expressing their feel- 
ings in what may appear, to thoao who have 
only a superficial knowledge of the provoca- 
tion, an unseemly in inner. This is what 
an impartial spectator, an American citizen, 
says of tho couiso which Mr. Gladstone ia 
now pursuing in the Uouse of Commons : 

What we see in the present ia an invasion 
of the liberties of Parliament, total. y with- 
out precedent or exeuae, due entirely to Mr. 
Ul idatone's cmseiouanesa that Home Kmc 
oiniioo hi) passed, or cannot be passed by 
him otherwise than by violence. Tins 
violence, perp-traled wi h th- lu'p ol u 
small but sollicieiit and, lor the most part, 
servile majority, he no.v calls " moral turce." 

We are told that there are Liberals who 
do not quietly acquiesoe in this unscrupu- 
lous dragooning of the minority in iho 
House of Commons, .Matty of the Premier's 
fiiends and supporters protest, but without 
avail. 'There are members of his Cabinet 
who stand out against him, hut ihey have 
beeu overruled and overborne and they had 
nut the courage to resign " Even some of 
the Home Rulers themselves see the peop e'a 
representatives bullied and silenced with 
many compunctions. One of their newspaper 
organs in London said that tho indiscrimin- 
ate extinction of all amendments, good, bid 
and indifferent, would, "under certain cir- 
cumatanjes," be intolerable. It continues: 
" This closuring could not be justified if it 
were not certain that tho bill would come 
up again before the House of Commons." 
This is a very poor excuse, but the fact of 
its being made shows that the Government 
are doing what many of their owu followers 
know to bo wrong in principlo and danger- 
ous as a precedent. 

NOT THE TRUE JtEASON. 

Senator Miller's assurances about the 
vitality of tho Nicaragua canal scheme hive 
tho sound of a whistle intended to keep up 
the courage of the whistler us well ub that 
of those who hear tho whistling. There is 
a tremor in it that betrays the whistler'B 
discouragement and want of faith. It is in- 
deed no wonder if Mr. Miller should bo 
diacouraged. The late dist urbane s in Ni- 
caragua have dono more to daiken the pros- 
pects of the enterprise which he has at 
heart than a much greater commercial de- 
pression than th at which now exists would 
have dono. People will not invest their 
money in a canal through a country likely 
to be distui bed by periodical civil commo- 
tions. Where the government ia unstable 
and where the works constructed at great 
expense, may any day bo at the 
m rcy of lawless and not too well 
civilized revolutionists, no one can 
be certain that the canal can be operated or 
that it will not, during some outbreak, bo 
irreparably injured. The first thing that 
tho projectors of tho Nicaragua enterprise 
should do is to take measures to make tho 
caual safe, both while it is under construc- 
tion and when it is in operation. The 
belt of country through which the canal 
runs should bo under the protection of pow- 



erful nut ions, and thoso nations Bhould be 
lieve thU when the full particulars are 1 1 a position to guarantee tho safety of the

BROWN'S BACKER. 

Tho very silly articlo in last night's 
Times on tho census matter is hardly worth 
noticing.

As tho Times cannot read tho hearts of 
tho gentlomcn who form the Government of 
tho Province, tho only way it hua of judg- 
ing whether they are honest oi 
dishoneSB in their endeavors to effect 
any object is to examine tho means 
they use.

When it 
ia known that tho safety of the caual is as 
sured beyond a peradventure, there will bo 
comparatively little trouble in getting the 
money necessary to cuustiuct it. Until then 
the projectors may expect to make slow pro- 
groas, and to have a very hard time of it 
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SIMPLY SENSATIONAL. 

The story that the Russian Government 
intends to establish u naval station on the 
eastern side of the United States, ia in all 
piobability u sensational story, for which 
there ia no foundation in fact. The cstab 
lishment of such a station in foreign terri 
tory, would bo unprecedented. lieaidea, il 
is not likely that Russia will scatter hci 
fleet. In case of war, sho will want all her 
ships to defend her own harbors and to pro 
tect her own shipping. The suggestion that 
the Russian 11 et ia required for the pro- 
tection of tho Eastern Coast and sea- 
ports of tho United htaleu, is not by any 
means complimentary to the Great Repub- 
lic The "announcement" that England 
ia " reinforcing her naval force" in Etqui 
malt is, wo imagine, an invention of tho 
enterprising newsmonger. No such an- 
nouncement has been made, and no such re- 
inforcement has appeared or, as tar us we 
know, is expected. The bugbear which 
American news correspondents make of 
Esquimalt, its fortifications and ita garri- 
son, ia amusing to thoso who havo seen tho 
harbor and know something about the nature 
of its defences. There aro many in British 
Columbia who would be pleased if there was 
some foundation for the reports that are 
overy now and then raised about the for- 
midable nature of tho fortifications of tho 
only naval station which Great Britain pos- 
anfses on this side of tho Pacific Ocean. 
They boliove that its neglected condition ia 
a reproach to tho nation, and they hope 
that its iiii|,ortauco to tho Empire will soon 
bo realized, and that it will bo put in a 
propor state of defenco. 



TOO MUCH CAUTION. 

At a dinner given to tho new Governor of 
Tasmania in London, Lor 1 Knutaford, who 
occupied the position of Secretary of the 
Colonies in Lord Salisbury's Cabinet, speaks 
of the Federation of the Empire in a very 
cautious way. He said:— 

Wo ure all component parts of one 
great Empire, and it io our duty, us far 
us possible— it is the legitimate dream and 
ol j-ct of Statesmen in the Colonies and the 
Mother Country — to seo that those com- 
ponent parts are more closely linked to- 
gether, anil the chains between them tight- 
ened and not loosened. At the same time I 
feel very strongly that a measure of Federa- 
tion is not ono which should bo approached 
with a light heart. In tho that place, 
Federation of the great Colonies muat pre- 
cede any Imperial Federation, and, in tho 
second place, we of the Mother Country, if 
we are to approach tho subject aL all, must 
approach it with tho greateat delicacy and 
ciution, and with a desire to see what our 
fellow-aubjeots in tho Colonies desire. Wo 
should remember that wo are not dealing 
wiih paper, but with our fellow-subjeatfl, 
and we ought not to try and force our views 
upon I hem That there should bo such a 
Federation ia devoutly to bo wished; but 
w e must wait. 

It is all very well to bo careful and pru- 
dent in tho advocacy of «o great a scheme as 
the Federation of the Empire, but as may 
be readily seen, there is such a thing as 
being too cautious. A timely boldness is 
often far better policy than an excess of 
caution. People generally have no great 
faith in projects which ure recommended to 
the public in a prudent whisper, and with 
any number of qualifications and reser- 
vations. The enthusiastic advocates of a 
go d cause seldom put themselves under 
great restraints, neither do they speak aa if 
they were appalled by tho dilficullifs,they 
see before them. They expriss them.-elvea 
freely and fearleasly, and make light of the 
obstacles lhat they are called upon to sur 
mount. Enthusiasm in them begets en 
thusiasm in their hearers, and the ceitaiuty 
of success which I hey feel, becomos con 
tagious. No cauae that was worth con 
tending for waa ever advanced by cold, 
timid and apparently half hearted advocacy. 

A CHEERFUL SHOWINU. 

The statement of revenue aod expenditure 
for the Dominion, contained in our y cater 
duy'a special telegrams from Ottawa, is 
cheering It is pleasant to know that when 
tho accouuts for the year ending June 30, 
1893, are closed the receipts at tho Domin 
ion treasury will exceed the expenditure by 
abaut a million and a half of dollars. There 
ia reuBon to believe that the surplus will be 
an actual one, that it will not be more than 
offset by debt contracted on capital account 
Tho reader no doubt knowa that it ia possi- 
ble to have u surplus and a considerable 
surplus, when the ordinary receipts and ex- 
penditure are considered, and yet be consid- 
erably behind in tho year's transactions, 
because the money expended on capital 
account exceeds in amount the surplus. Tho 
present Government has, we are glad to see, 
entered upon ucoureo which will make tho 
money received in the year balance the ex- 
penditure on all ueoounts. Tho Finance 
Minister ia very careful with rei-pect to tho 
money he spends and is still more careful as 
to the debts he contracts Tho financial 
position of the Dominion is un excellent one 
and he is evident ly determined to keep it so. 
The crash in Australia, aud the aufi\;riDg 
which it has caused will no doubt bo a 
warning to Canadian statesmen. 

THE TROUBLE IN SI AM. 

The latest telegrams seem to indicate that 
Great Britain may be called upon to inter- 
pose in the difficulty between Frunco and 
Siam. The matter was noticed in the 
Houso of Commons, and it appears that 
some assurance has been given to Great 
Britain by France. What that uasuranco ia 
doea not appear. It ia significant that there 
are British gunboats near Bangkok. It ia 
not said what they ure there for, but wo see 
that their uppearance has comforted and en- 
couraged tho Siamese, wIiobc forts havo 
been attacked. It turns out now that the 
attack on those forts was the result of a 
misunderstanding. It Beems that the bom- 
bardment of the city ia threatened. What 
tho Siameso havo done to deserve Buch 
treatment is not known. The situation is 
serioua und further developments will be 
eagerly looked for.

homo. 1 say I could imagine Robert 
cooling his heels and shaking tho water 
out of his umbrella in tho front entry of 
tho White House waiting to get in, but, 
failing ovon to do that, then going sadly 
away, whilo in tho distance he could hear 
you pouring out a volley of oatltB on Mr. 
Clovoland. Then I hear tho gontlo, quiet 
voico of tho poet as he quotes from him- 
self : 

And yot I doom that God is not disriulotod. 

Do you realize, Thurber, that you and 
I and the German oinporor aro only 
worms in tho vast economy of nature 1 

Do you understand that men struggle 
to tho close of a long lifetime and aro 
never heard of ? That thoy study and 
work to ga even an opportunity to tip- 
pear on tho stago, think a thouuht and 
rctiro ? Do you consider tho fact that 
thoy fail ovon in that '/ 

Why should you and I try, Thurber, 
try to bo groat Btars and bo woll fixed, 
when tho nearest fixed star is so far away 
that it takes threo years for its light to 
reach us, and ho is not so very well lixed 
either ? 

Wo should not overestimate ourselves, 
Thurber. We should bo modest. Look 
at tho pictures made to represent me. 
Would you stand that, Thurber / No, 
indeedy ! 

Here is a boy who writes me on a postal 
card, notwithstanding the ruling in the 
Thirty-fifth Massachusetts Report3 in 
Bingham versus Hingham, page 205— viz, 
that correspondence purported to havo 
been carried on by means of postal cards 
is not admissible as evidence, tho court 
having dismissed the case with costs be- 
cause the evidence bung upon matter 
written on a pos'al card.

I 
used tho stamp you sent me. I embez- 
zled it. I wroto to my grandmother in 
Wisconsin and put that stamp on the let- 
ter. You know how times have been 
sinco. 

1 could not write to you and toll you 
what 1 had done. 1 was unable to right 
tho groat wrong or oven confess it to you.

Ono morning in February, 1892, the 
young girl who forms tho subject of this 
sketch awoke to find herself upon tho 
threshold of a brilliant musical career. 
Tho New York newspapers chronicled 
tho unequivocal success of Margaret 
Reid as Ophelia in Thomas' opera fjf 
"Hamlet," and a fashionablo audience 
at tho Metropolitan Opera House, disap- 
pointed by tho illness of tho prima donna 
announced for the last night's perform- 
ance, had paid enthusiastic tribute to 
tho fair young debutante, who with tho 
courago and confidence born of youth 
and ambition bad undertaken to fill the 
missing artist's place at 24 hours' notice. 
Seidl engaged tho little songstress for a 
series of concerts, but in tho early spring 
she flitted away from her native shoro 
among tho flock of foreign song birds that 
had made tho winter melodious, deter- 
mined to resume her studies.

estingly upon the salient features of a 
girl student's life in Paris. To begin 
with, slio regards a residence in Paris as 
of incalculable valuo to a pupil, not be- 
cause of a dearth of competent instruct- 
ors in America, but for reason of ad- 
vantages unequaled in this country, for 
artistic association and opportunities of 
hearing and seeing repeatedly represen- 
tations of operas with which eke is en- 
deavoring to familiarize herself. Then, 
too, being thrown upon one's own re- 
sources enables a girl to acquire con- 
fidence, independence and individuality, 
a determination to succeed, and §ho is 
unhampered by traitorous doubts of pos- 
sible failure that one's relatives are not 
always the last to suggest. 

Tho selection of an instructor should 
be most carefully considered. Thero 
aro as many charlatans in tho musical 
profession as in any other, and teachers 
of worldwide reputation in somo in- 
states derive their celebrity from their 
business sagacity more than from their 
ability to impart instruction. In one 
notable instance a woman teacher of 
Paris is credited with spending ten thou- 
sand a year for advertising purposes. 

Our fair little compatriot thinks 
Americans should at once rid themselves 
of the idea that student life for young 
girls In Paris is fraught with any more 
personal or moral danger than a resi- 
dence in this city. Sho thinks her 
American sisters aro especially able to 
carry themselves safely and correctly 
through any vicissitudes likely to OCOtJl*, 
and while a Frenchman regards every 
potticoated creature - as a target for his 
gallantries tho tendency arises mainly 
from his excessively ardent and chivalric 
disposition. If his gallant salutation is 
not encouragingly received, he abandons 
the attack with his spirit undampened 
and directs his attention toward other 
attractivo objects with amusing vivacity 
and untiring activity. 

In Miss Reid's opinion tho American 
girl going to Paris for musical study 
should Win possession of an income cJ 
at least $1,G0Q a year. Sho con 
tho cost of living at about 2( 
a month, or £10 or $12 a w_. c l. 
gards tho balance as a lijodenue allow- 
ance for lessons that it is important 
to supplement with freqjaent attend- 
ance at the opera and other musical 
entertainments and incidental expenses. 
For somo other branches of study per- 
haps it would be possible to live upon 
a smaller amount, but for a sing- 
er it is of paramount importance 
that sho should maintain a good 
physical condition and a tranquil 
stato of mind unburdened by anxiety 
or the consideration of domestic detail. 
To avoid tho latter a residence in a 
good pension is advocated as superior to 
homo keeping in an apartment. In the 
latter the burden of domestic responsi- 
bility will generally bo borne by the stu- 
dent, oven if accompanied by her mother, 
whoso willingness to assume tho man- 
agement is generally hampered by her 
ignorance of tho language. This guid- 
ance necessitates referring all tho affairs 
of tho household to tho student, who 
speaks moro fluently and is more gener- 
ally conversant with tho prevailing cus- 
toms of daily life.

The Tavern at Golden Hill— Taking th 
[Copyright, 1S!B, by Chnrlca B. Low 
Tho old king's highway, running al- 
most duo east and west between the capi- 
tal cities of Indiana and Illinois, was tho 
favorite route of people "moving west" 
by wagon. It was a stage route, and 
there were roadhouses or country taverna 
at frequent intervals. Many of theso 
buildings, converted into farmhouses, aro 
still standing, wliilo others wero aban- 
doned when tho railroad was opened and 
have long since passed out of sight. 
Witin a few miles of tho lino dividing tho 
two states the highway winds up a long 
hill. On the crest, on the north side of 
tho road, are tho blackened foundation 
stones of the old Ooldon Hill tavern, de 
stroyed by liro years ago. Forty rods 
east of the site is a deep gully, with a 
creek at tho bottom, except in dry weath- 
er. Tho farmer who owns tho hind will 
tell you that this place is called .Head 
Man's gully and that for tho last 20 years 
the number of sightseers has averaged 
BOO a year. They have worn a broad 
path from the site of tho house to the 
bank of the gully. 

Tho Golden Hill tavern, as it was 
known in tho old days, was presided over 
by a man known as ISill Endicott. It was 
not a stage station, but nevertheless a 
favorite house with traveler*. The man 
was scarcely o feet high, weighed only 
about 1(J0 pounds, and it was tiio general 
opinion that he was about gon o v/ith con- 
sumption.

inferred that ho would put up there. 
Endicott kept no register. When asked 
for information, he stated that Baker had 
stopped there for supper and to feed his 
horse and had then pushed on, saying 
that he hud been delayed during the day 
and must make up for it. The search 
was continued for weeks, other parties 
having been induced to take it up by the 
reward offered, but neither Baker nor Ins 
horso was to be found. Wliilo this search 
was going on a second was instituted. A 
resident of Columbus, ()., named .John 
Wardell, made a trip to Indiana to visit a 
brother. While there ho was offered a 
bargain in lands near Hillsdale, Ills., and 
he set out on horseback with over §1,000 
in money on his person. Wardell was a 
very tall man, with very long black whis- 
kers, and ho rode a white horse. When 
nothing had been heard from him for 
several weeks, his brother began a search. 
Ho was not only traced to tho (.'olden 
Hill tavern, but men wero found who put 
up thero with him. When Endicott was 
questioned, ho replied : 

"I remember the man very well. On 
going to bed ho requested to be called at 
daylight, and my wife prepared aspecid 
breakfast for him. Ho rode away to tho 
west." 

It was useless to ask further questions, 



For Endicott knew nothing moro. None 
of tho other guests was up at daylight, 
and so none could dispute his statement. 
When a most thorough search failed to 
unravel tho mystery, people settled down 
to tho belief that a band of robbers mad 
their headquarters in a thick pieco of 
woods between tho Golden Hill tavern 
and the next stop, This forest was pretty 
thoroughly searched, but tho searchers 
made no discoveries.

Everybody Etsid I 
thero must bo a gang, but no O no could 
locate them nor advance^ nny proofs At : 
one time mo;; lhftft 100 ' people ' were 
aoarchhlg tho woods and fields along the 
highways, and in tho courso of a month a 
score of strangers wore arrested on suspi- 
cion. All identified themselves and were 
discharged from custody, and tho mystery 
was complicated instead of being cleared 
up. Just as the hue and cry Vi-ero begin- 
ning to dio out a man named Abnor Wil- 
liams, living in Grand Rapids, had busi- 
ness which called him to Indianapolis.

IN FUNERAL WHITE. 

Many Friends Witness the Ceremonies hi 
Connection With the llurlul of 
Mrs. Wing Kee. 

Mrs. Wing Kee wua buried yesterday 
with ull the p imp and pejulier ceremonies 
inaugurated by the disciples of Confucius 
ages ugo Mrs. Wing Kee was tho wifu ol 
Wing Kee, who is one of tho wealthiest and 
most influential Chinese merchants in this 
so'tion. She died Thursday. 

A platform was erected in front of one of 
Wing Kec's store in Chinatown and loaded 
ivith choice viands dear to tho Chinese 
palate nnd coi feotiona in great variety. The 
piece dt resistance consisted of two hogs 
rounted whole Surrounding these delict 
cies und placed at tho edges of the platform 
were burning candles and punks, the odor 
from which was ho nauseating as to cause 
■ he departure of not a few ladies who hud 
assembled with the huge crowd which filled 
the streets to witnesB the ceremonies. 

For half an hour or moro u Chinese band 
produced ear splitting sounds on gong*, 
fiddles and cymbals, while a priest ehunten 
io tho accompaniment. W hen this was 
ended tho corpse was borne to the ho rae 
und conveyed to tho cemetery for interment, 
en express wagon bearing the victuals bring- 
ing up tho rear of the long lino of 3 irriugea 
On each side of the hearse Walked a number 
of pall-bearers dressed in white, following 
which came the ' relatives and other mourn- 
ers attired in tho same drtss A Chinese 
band preceded the hearse to drive away any 
evil spirits that might, have been hovering 
atound, while a Chinese friend Boated with 
the driver threw slips of paper to tho winds, 
on which were printed the prayers for the 
roposo of tho dead. 



REAMS IS HOPEFUL. 



Thinks He May Not Haye to Go Buck 
to Ualifornla, in Cusiotly, 
Alter All. 



Application Before the Chief Justice 
for 11 in Release- A Further 
Adjournment Mado. 



Whether Rev. Alfred R Reams, about 
whom so niticli has been written and said 
during the past few weeks, will go buck to 
Merced, Cal. , to stand his trial onthooharg 
of ubduction or not, ia yet un undecided 
question, mid tho turn in events yesterday 
lias made him mere hopeful, He thinks he 
niay yet be released here, and bis counsel, 
laboring in this direction, are making stren- 
uous efforts in las b half. 

The caso was again brought beforo the 
courts yesterday on an upplicution bv 
Messrs. W. J. Taylor and J. Stuart Yates, 
to securo Rev Mr, Reams' rolease on habeas 
corpus, Mr. Liudby Crease, for tho prose 
canon, objected, und the Chief Justice, after 
bearing tlie argument, granted a further 
udj lurnment until Tuesday, when a deci- 
sion may be expee'cd. Tho application for 
the release of the piisoner was baaed on the 
ground that it had not been provi-d by the 
pioaeoution that abduction was a crime in 
California, Mr. Taylor contended that it 
was necessary to prove that tho alleged 
offenou was an offence in the state in winch 
it was committed. For instance, if a man 
were arrested for murder an I was extra- 
dited it would ho uecesKury to prove that 
murder was un nffence in tho state in which 
it had been commited. 

Mr. (.'['ease drew attention to tho fact 
that ihe warrant of surrender had b;ou 
signed by the Minister of Justice. 

This, however, did not avail, und Mr. 
('reuse then tasked for an adjournment", Liu- 
Chief Justice stating that unless evidence 
wero given by the prosecution of the law in 
California ho would feel very much ip- 
i lined to let the prisoner go. A reinuud was 
then granted until Tuesday. 



STAR OF BKTttLEHEtf. 

The bong Looked for Body Confounded With 
the Comet 

Astronomers the world over are watching 
the liouvens very closely at the present 
lime, hopeful of discovering the so-called 
Star of Bethlehem, which is expected to 
make its reappearance nt almost any time. 
The star was last seen in 1572 

The Star ol Bethlehem, belioved to bo the 
samo heavenly body that wua aeen by the 
shepherds at the time of ihe Saviour's 
birth, ia classed ua a long period atur thai 
comes into view uaually oi.cn in about 1100 
years. The same star probably waa viowed 
even before that timo, so astronomers say, 
ua the ancient Chubleuns recorded its ap 
peuruneo. The next timo it was discovered 
was in 94,">, A. U. , again it was seen in 1264 
und later by Tyoho Brahe, tho emiueut 
Swedish astronomer, in 1572. 

At that time it was brighter than Sirius 
und rivalled Venus, changing its colors from 
red to yellow, white and green. From No 
vemb«r to u year from the following March, 
a period of seventeen months, the star of 
Bethlehem was regarded ub ono of tho lixei! 
stars, but at the expiration of thar, timo ii 
disappeared. During the time it remained 
in view the stir could be distinctly aeen ul 
noonday wit h the naked eye. The position 
of this celestial body was in the constellation 
of Cassiopeia., in the Southern heavens. 

A come" recently appeared in the North- 
ern sky which has been more or baa con- 
founded with tho B'ar uf Bethlehem, und 
miny have believed the comet to le the 
long looked for Btur. 0. C. Hastings tinn- 
ed hia four and a half inch tel. scope in the 
direction of the f irmer body, Friday night, 
and foun I its position in the right iiaceusinn 
m be ten h urs un i eighteen minute*; do 
c ination, North thirty-eight d grcas, thirty 
minutes. It is about twenty degrees above 
tho horizon, und ia travelling rapidly to 
ward the ISiSt und South. Mr. Hustings 
found the o >met to be larger thun Jupiter, 
but of not tho some degree of brightness 
From his observatory, on S r . Charles a'reet, 
no tail could he seen, and the eomet seemed 
to be composed of two separate bodies. 



THE SAMIO.V FISHERY. 

A Friendly Remonstrance Against the Course 
Pursued by the Fishermen's Union. 

(From the Kows- idvortlsor, July 15) 
If the reporls received in Vancouver, yes- 
terday, from several sources are accurate, 
it would appuir that some of the fishermen 
on th.- Fraser river have done things which 
must be condemned. It is statid that some 
of the niembt-rs oi tho Fishermen's Union 
have threatened ihi Indians if the latter 
should go to work for the canneries uf wages 
lower than those demanded by the Uui n. 
We trust that these a - at tin rut a are incorreo' , 
but so fur ull the report received appear u 
confirm their substantial accuracy Ii i*, 
therefore, well to let those who may have 
marie any threats against tho Indians, 
understand clearly that by such action Ihej 
alienate from themselves the sympathy ol 
tho-io who approve of legitimate ilfirts to 
prevent the wholesale naturulizuion o 1 
Mongolians in order to allow the latter to 
enter Into competition with Indians oi 
white men I', is both proper and legiti 
mate to use arguments to induce others tn 
j un with tbo members of the Union in an 
it tempt to secure higher remuneration Foi 
fishermen, although discretion sh ud be 
used in this, so ilia', demands impossible ol 
reuhzktion he not made, und an import an i 
industry shut down to the severe lo-is and 
i jury of both the camiera und lliu fiaher- 
mm 

But no threats, no attempts ut tho co- 
ercion of others i) an bo permitted in con 
neciion with the matter. Liberty of actum 
must not he construed to sanction licence ; 
the absolute freedom of everv mun to niaki 
what disposition he pleases i f his own labor, 
must not he Intel fered with by threats ol 
bodily ii jury, should ho not agree to tin 
n-rms demanded by bis fellows. The whole 
community will be aeaiiiHt any such unlaw 
ful acts, und the exitoutive will receive the 
mural support of every law-abiding ciiiz n 
in uny in tempt it im.y t.uko to remedy the 
evil, nnd put u stop to threats of violence. 
Against tho— aa we consider- need less in 
trusion and competition of hundreds ol 
Mongolians, tho white fishermen of the 
Fraser River will receive large outside sup 
port. But if they uttempt to intiniiduti 
the Indian fishermen und adopt methods 
which are contrary to the law of tho land, 
they may oxincx that general approval will 
follow the efforts of tho authorities to put 
un end to such u Btute of things. 

In rpenking of the strike to a representa- 
tive ot the No ws,Ail vertis. r, Mr. HOB II- 
Irving stated that on this occ tail n at bast 
the Banners had taken united notion, und 
did not mean to accede to the man's do 
inunda, which wero ultogotlier unreasonable 



" Why," said Mr. Bell-Irving, "when the 
ou sido licenses were limited to 150 there 
vub conaideruble competition among the 
launers to get thu men io fish, so that high 
wagea were made by those fortunuto enough 
M secure a license. lu fact tho outside 
iic.-ncea cost a canner about three 
imes us much as one of his own. The 
fishermen then made a great kick for an un- 
limited number of licenses, and said the law 
us it Was was an outrage. Now that tho num- 
ber of outside licenses is unlimited, there is 
■i much greater number of fishermen, and 
rbere is not the same competition among tho 
canners. The fishermen don't recognize 
this, and demand that each mun be paid at 
the sumo rute us when tbeie wero only u few 
Ashing. And, moreover, because we refuao 
to meot them, we, the dinners, are now 
called monopolists und such names. 

"Then," continued Mr. Bell Irving, 
" I hero is another matter to be considered. 
1'ho salmon market ia at present very much 
depressed, und the price hus gone down con- 
siderably. In 1SS!) salmon was worth 25s 
lid. per cise in London, whereas now it, is 
only fetohing 19s. 61., a drop of (is , or $1 50 
per case. Why, we shall he doing well it 
we make 80 cents proli- per caae tbia season, 
und if we granted the demands of tho men, 
we should be behind on tho soasou's work." 

When asked what tho canners intended 
to do, Mr. Bell-Irving buid that they bad 
decided to give tbo fishermen mi the river 
mother chance of going to work, and i hat 
if they rt fused, they would gat men from 
the other side of the line, us they hud at 
least .'J50 men there in readiness. They, 
however, hoped that the men would see 
i hat their demands wero unreasonable) und 
go to work 

Aa already mentioned, several fishermen 
lire intimidating the Indiuns not to work for 
tho canneries, and for this offence some 
half-breeds have been arrested, und will be 
'lied in Westminster. Ia order to prevent 
any trouble, several spi cial constables 
have been sworn in under the direction 
■ •f Officer Culbick, iu.il are Btationed along 
the river. All the canners on the river 
have signed u notice to the itX ot that a re- 
ward ot $50 will be. paid to aujone giving 
information thut will lead to the arrest und 
conviction of uny person or persons unlaw- 
fully cutting or dutniging nets, boats or 
>t her property; unlawfully interfering with 
>r intimidating fishermen or olbereniployes; 
unlawfully inciting uny person or peisons to 
lo unyihing unluwfui, or in uny way hinder- 
ing or attempting to binder them from 
peacefully perfi rmiug their duties; using 
any violence or threat of violence to uny 
person or persons in pursuance of uny com- 
bination or conspiracy to raiso th"3 rate of 
wages.

Volcanic Eruption iu Japan— Murder 
of Japanese Subjects— Monument 
to Earthquake Victims. 



San FeANOISCO, July 15. — When the 
steamer Peru left Honolulu, tho Boston aud 
Adams were both in port. Tho former ex- 
pected to bo relieved by tho Philadelphia, 
and the crew of tho Adams expected that 
thoir ship would be ordered to Samoa. 
Glaus Spreckels is at his plantation and is 
paying no attention to the threats against 
his life. 

On Juno IU three or four Japanese were 
murdered near Vuensan, and a Japaueso 
man-of-war has been dispatched to tho 
scene. 

The Russian cruiser Vitinz, which was 
wrecked a few months ago off tho Japanese 
coast, has been broken up by a typhoon. 

Oo 
the morning of June 18 the inhabitants of 
Fukufbima heard severe rumblings in the 
direction of the mountain, and when day 
broke they observed four pillars of smoke 
ascending. On the afternoon of tho follow- 
ing day thero wus a continuous fall of asheB 
in town.

COEUR D'ALENE. 

The Mines Will Remain Closed— Each Smelter 
Hits Many Tons of Ore on [laud. 

Wallace, Idaho, July 15 —The follow- 
ing appears in the Cceur d'Alene Miner: 
The item in yesterday's Re view headed "Idaho 
Mines to Open, "is misleading. A. B. Campbell 
is confident that Mr. Finch's language was 
misunderstood by the reporter, and he pro- 
duced a late letter from Mr. Finch in proof of 
his statement. Instead of the smellers pre- 
paring to resume, us stated in tho Review, 
they are preparing to shut down within the 
next month or two. Each smelter has many 
tons of oro in its yard or in transit, and un- 
til they shut down absolutely, limited quan- 
tities of Coaur d'Alene ores might be accept- 
ablo to mix with other ores. 

To meet this, the Poorman mine is turn- 
ing out twenty-five tons daily, and there are 
3,000 to 4,000 tona of concentrating ore on 
the dump of the Standard mine. This will 
be run through tho Union mill, commencing 
next week, running on the day Bbift only 
Mr. Campbell further stated thut there 
wub nothing to givo any encouragement to 
resumo work at this time, and that the 
mines will remain closed and will not re- 
Bumo under the present conditions. Both 
tho Tiaer ami the (Jem havo some ore on 
hand, and this, with the other Bources men- 
tioned, will be sufficient to meet any de- 
mands that the smelters are likely to iiuiko 
before they close down absolutely, which 
they are evidently preparing to do.

There has been much discussion on the 
fcealthfulness and unhealthfuhiess of 
bicycling for women. Carried to excess 
it doubtless proves injurious, astloes im- 
moilerato indulgence in any sortof bodily 
exercise. Too violent and long continued 
effort, such a3 steep hill climbing or runs 
of undue length and speed, increases tho 
action of tho heart to such an extent as 
to he dangerous, and it is claimed may 
even cause certain throat difficulties by 
inducing rapid breathing through Iho 
mouth. However, these same results 
aro quito as likely to be produced by 
overexertion in tennis, swimming or 
any other active amusement. On tho 
Other hand, many doctors recommend 
tho moderate use of the bicycle to per- 
sons having delicate lungs, nervous dys- 
pepsia) melancholia (which is often an- 
other name for it) or a rheumatic tend- 
ency. Fortunately women have not 
adopted the stooping stylo of riding, 
which is ono of the main counts against 
bicycling in opposing physicians' eyes. 
As long as the woman rider sits upright, 
witli her chest well out and her shoulders 
thrown back, so long will she be a strong 
argument in favor of the wheel. 

Like swimming, bicycling brings an 
entirely new SLt of muscles into play — 
not solely in the legs, as many suppose, 
but through the whole body. The cir- 
culation is thereby increased, and if a 
proper position in the saddle is maintain- 
ed tho lungs aro expanded and tho di- 
gestive powers strengthened. This last 
fact alone should be ample recommenda- 
tion of the amusement to American 
women, so many of whom aro sufferers 
from dyspepsia and tho thousand kin- 
dred annoyances that arise from a sed- 
entary life and lack of open air. An 
hour's rido at sunset will do wonders 
toward counteracting tho mental and 
physical irritability consequent on a long 
day's sewing or writing and makes the 
probability of a quiet night's rest twice 
as good. 

Tho habit of wearing tight clothing 
while riding cannot too strongly be rep- 
rehended. To cramp the muscles of tho 
body at the moment when they aro be- 
ing brought into more or less strong 
play, to crowd together tho vital organs 
when both the heart and lungs aro being 
called upon for extra effort and need 
perfect freedom of action, cannot fail to 
l)e harmful as well as uncomfortable 
and to givo rise to evils which will un- 
justly bo considered the fault of tho 
wheel, while they aro in reality caused 
• by the folly of tho rider. Easy fitting 
garments and not too many of them 
should be the rule. Wool should always 
be worn next tho skin, as it absorbs 
dampness and prevents a sudden chill on 
dismounting from the wheel. 




of all perhaps soino little hill to ho Bar- 
mounted. In the language of one be- 
ginner, tho wheel "strikes root" at tho 
bottom of the first slight rise in tho 
road. * It refuses to bmlgo an inch and 
topples languidly over. This indolent 
inclination is soon overcome by practice, 
however, and that not by means of phys- 
ical strength, but by a sort of knack ac- 
quired .unconsciously and gradually. It 
is a great mistake to attempt to force 
tho wheel uphill. Tho power will como 
by use alone, and overexertion is injuri- 
ous in tho extreme. An athletic man on 
his first ride will stick at tho foot of a 
hill that a skillful \voman rider of not 
one-fifth his strength and muscle will 
not notice at all. This circumstance 
ought to cheer every woman who at tho 
beginning is discouraged because she 
has to walk her machine up hill instead 
of riding it, 

After mastering ordinary riding, hill 
climbing and coasting — and tho latter 
amusement ought never to bo indulged 
in unless one has thorough control of the 
wheel— there are several littlo feats of 
fancy riding that are easy to learn and 
pleasant to practice. Riding "hands off" 
is a useful accomplishment, since it is 
often convenient to have the hands at 
liberty, and is quickly acquired by a per- 
son riding a cushion or pneumatic tire. 
First ono and then tho other hand is re- 
moved for a few seconds at a time, and 
the trick of guiding tho wheel by sway- 
ing tho body is learned after a few ex- 
periments. Killing side saddle and pro-

The skirt should bo narrow enough, so 
that it will run in no danger of blowing 
back sufficiently far to become entangled 
in tho gearing, and it should bo heavy 
enough not to spread and wave at every 
gust of wind. As to color and style, a 
woman's own good tasto and modesty 
will teach her that the less conspicuous 
she is tho better she will appear while 
riding. Black, dark blue and dust col- 
ors all look well, and the blazer suit and 
shirt waist are suitable for summer wear. 
Low shoes should be worn to givo free 
movement to the muscles of tho ankles, 
and a hat with a brim is needed as pro- 
tection against tho sun. 

Contrary to the prevailing notion 
among nonriders, bicycling is an easy 
accomplishment to acquire. Consider- 
ing tho impedimental nature of a wom- 
an's dress, it i3 a bad plan for her to at- 
tempt to learn without a professional 
teacher. Tho cost of instruction is not 
large — a lesson half an hour long is givea 
for 50 cents, and five lessons are often 
sufficient. A woman less strong and 
courageous than tho averago will of 
course require more. Mounting and dis- 
mounting unassisted aro tho most diffi- 
cult things to learn and are not taught 
until tho pupil has gained control of the 
machine when in tho saddle. 
• Tho first lesson usually consists in 
being led about tho hall on tho wheel 
and learning theuso of tho pedals. Then 
como balancing and guiding, which aro 
[it the start rather tiresomo processes. 
But skill soon comes, and by tho fifth 
lesson tho pupil is generally riding 
Straight ahead without difficulty and 
describing figure 8'a with comparative 
success if not with tho easo of an 
accustomed rider, although a graceful 
mount requires longer practice. Tho 
woman's mount is by tho pedal and is 
more difficult than tho ordinary miming 
mount employed by men, who gain their 
Beat by means of a small step on tho left 
Bide of tho machine. Ttoero is a running 
mount which may bo used by cither sex, 
but it needs practice and is usually 
learned at tho cost of a few falls. 

Tho first road ride proves to bo not 
quite tho simple thing it appeared when 
rolling over a smooth floor was the learn- 
er's only experience of bicycling. There 
tiro wagons, horses, foot passengers and 
Other bicyclists to be avoid ed, and w orst

polling the machine by ono pedal is also 
easy, and riding hand in hand — at arm's 
length, of course — with another rider. 
All such practice servos to givo one con- 
fidence and complete one's control of the 
machine. 

There are almost a hundred bicycle 
manufactories in this country, and every 
year produces some improvement on tho 
wheels of tho previous season. Tho old 
solid tiro is almost universally discarded 
in favor of the improved pneumatic, 
which runs more rapidly and easily, with 
much less vibration. With a modern 
machine, easy clothing and a good road, 
a nervous, easily worried woman can do 
wonders for her health of mind and 
body, and the sooner sho is convinced of 
it tho better. Fortunately the woman's 
machine can be ridden by either sex, so 
if but ono wheel is to bo owned in the 
family lot it have a drop frame that 
the weary housekeeper may enjoy her 
share of the change and exercise occa- 
sionally. 

After the first expenso a bicycle costs 
nothing except for repairs, and in the 
hands of a careful rider it will take little 
injury, so that the item of expense is not a 
large one, provided a serviceable machine 
has been purchased in tho first place. 

Onco more. It is hardly possible to bo 
too careful about overdoing. Tho first 
road rido should bo short, and the hills 
should bo taken easily. When tho begin- 
ner comes home feeling stiff and sore, an 
immediate hot bath, followed by a short 
nap, will remove a great deal of the fa- 
tigue and lameness. Sooner or later the 
time will come when, mistress of her un- 
tiring steed, she will skim along uncon- 
scious of effort or weariness, threading 
the crowded thoroughfares of tho town 
and traversing its parks and boulevards, 
or will wander far afield into the pleasant 
country lanes, resting in the cool shadow 
of overhanging trees and drinking from 
tho waysido spring. And returning sho 
will bring back great clusters of wild- 
wood flowers and leaves, and, better still, 
tho cheerful face and wholesome hunger 
of a healthy and rational woman.

Never give costly souvenirs, as it looks 
ostentatious, besides forcing an obliga- 
tion.

Friendless Simply, but Not Disliked— A 
Case Paralleled by Thousands — An Alien 
In nor Native Land— Talk With a 
35u.slne.ss Woman,

N-i FTETi all that 
/ I has been said and 
/" "\ written of wom- 
en's clubs, their 
uses, their bene- 
actionsand their 
salutary i n f 1 n- 
euces, there is one 
excellent feature 
of them which 
has seldom or 
never been men- 
t ioned or esti- 
mated at its full value by outsiders — tho 
opportunity which they afford to thoso 
busy women who tiro engaged in so called 
"men's work" and so have no time for 
ceremonious calls and visits to becomo 
acquainted with tho members of their 
own sex. This was brought out forci- 
bly tho other evening in a talk with a 
woman who has for years been engaged 
in newspaper work. 

"I have lived ono of tho lonesomest 
lives in the world," she said, "especially 
as regards women friends. I was reared 
by a stepmother who believed that the 
place for children and girls is home — a 
very good idea when not carried too far. 
But in all my girlhood I never thought 
of stepping info a near neighbor's house 
(it was m a small ullage) without asking 
her permission, and when I grew tall 
enough to bo rather ashamed to ask I 
staid at homo. 1 could count on the fin- 
gers of ono hand all the parties, balls 
and festive gatherings which I was al- 
lowed to attend while I was a girl at 
home. The result of this seclusion was 
that when I left homo to make my own 
way I was almost a stranger in tho vil- 
lage where I had lived nearly all my 
days. I knew my schoolmates, of course, 
but tho parents of many of them I had 
never addressed in my life. 

"I was one of tho earliest newspaper 
women in my nativo state. Indeed in 
tho small city where I began work I 
was for years tho only woman so em- 
ployed. Offico hours were many and 
my salary small. I worked from 8 till 
C, with an hour at noon, and often did 
two hours' work in tho evening. I had 
no time to mako or receivo calls, and I 
presently found that I was making no 
women acquaintances whatever. Tho 
few whom I met at my boarding house, 
not all of whom wero congenial to me, 
wero nearly all I know. But tho offico 
in which I wrote, being that of tho chief 
literary paper in town, was a sort of 
headquarters for most of the intelligent 
men residents, who dropped in frequent- 
ly to comment on tho news, consult tho 
really good library or speak of a new 
book. 

"The result was, of conrse, that I had 
a 'good morning' acquaintance with a 
large number of gentlemen whoso wives 
and daughters were an unknown quan- 
tity to me. This may have been my mis- 
fortune. It surely could not bo called 
my fault. It never occurred to me that 
any one would so construe it until ono 
gentleman, a good friend whom I had 
long known (it is always tho good friend 
who brings the unpleasant fact), told mo 
ono day, being in a complimentary mood, 
that I had but ono serious fault. This 
estimate was so much below_my own 
that I naturally desired to understand 
how he reckoned. 

" T never should have thought of it 
myself,' said he, 'but tho other evening 
I was speaking of you to some ladies, 
and ono of them said, "Yes, I have often 
heard her well spoken of, but how is it 
that it is always dono by men? Why 
don't women like her better? I don't re- 
member that I ever heard her mentioned 
by a woman. Why does she have no 
friends among women?" ' 

"I was thunderstruck. It had never 
entered my head that amid all tho hard 
conditions of my laborious life, which cut 
mo off from all tho pleasures and rec- 
reations dear to tho young, would bo 
tho possibility of cruel misinterpretation 
and unkind remark. I could only ex- 
plain, doubtless in a lame enough way, 
that I had no time for social pleasures; 
that my days wero given to work instead 
of calls and visits. 

"All my years since I have heard that 
query in varying forms, 'Why does sho 
have so few women acquaintances'!'' 
Why, surely? Only because women did 
not come into my line of vision where I 
sat at my desk, while men were always 
going and coming, with a bow, or a good 
morning, or a remark about the weath- 
er or the latest telegraphic news. Wom- 
en do not call much at newspaper of- 
fices, and I had no time to seek them. 
But many of them are far too ready to 
sniff and bridle when they hear such a 
question asked concerning an independ- 
ent sister, who perhaps lives a life as 
utterly singlo and blameless as mine 
was. 1 have no doubt that I have been 
bitterly censured, perhaps condemned, 
because I attended to my own affairs 
and improved every hour for which I 
was paid, instead of stealing time for 
calls and visits among women. 

"As timo went on I began to feel that 
I was the most solitary of beings. Tho 
old schoolmates wero scattered. My few 
relatives wero in remote towns or even 
distant states. I took few vacations, 
and 1 found no new friends, excepting 
the accidental acquaintances of my 
boarding places. My friends, tho news- 
papers, kept tolling me: 'No woman need 
bo unloved, even when sho grows old. 
If sho deserves love, sho will find it.' I 
might not deservo tho love of my kind, 
but, I surely desired it, I was and am 
eminently sympathetic, cheerful, help- 
ful and, I believe, kinder hearted than 
the average. Yet here I was, growing 
old in solitude, with no human boing 
really knowing anything about my best 
qualities. I had not been selfish, I had 
always supported others besides myself, 
I had befriended trampjj, I had given to 



beggars, I had helped whero I had seen a 
chance, yet hero I was almost friend- 
less in a town whero I had lived for 
years— simply friendless, not disliked — 
merely becauso I had not had time to 
mako calls. 

"Nobody cared, I suppose, when I left 
that town — a place whero I had dono 
many self sacrificing kindnesses, and 
whero surely there was not a man, wo- 
man, child or dumb beast who could say 
or feel that I had dono him, her or it a 
wrong. Tho simple fact was that nobody 
Jmew me. I had never made any visits. 
I had never left bits of pasteboard at 
people's doors. 

"I went to a larger place — a place 
whero there had dawned tho daylight of 
a woman's club. In a moment of in- 
spiration I joined tho club, astonished to 
find that while I had been such an alien 
in my own land, unknown and uncared 
for, tho fame of somo of my work had 
reached tho larger city, and I was elect- 
ed by acclamation. 

"It was a most admirable move for 
me. By a littlo planning I find that I 
can manage to givo ono day in a month 
to my (dub without trenching on my 
work. There I find dozens of kindly, 
pleasant, wiso and attractive women, 
many of them learned and accomplished 
also, with whom I have not only agree- 
able interviews, but some strong friend- 
ships. I am not obliged to spend a whole 
afternoon in calling on six persons. I 
see them all together and save time, and 
no one asks me now why I have no wom- 
en friends!"

Victoria Lacrosse i'eam Maintains lis 
Unbroken Record of Successes 
—'The Pennant Sure. . 



Westminster's Cricketers Win From 
Victoria— Yacbt Race Inter- 
rupted by Calm. 



Vancouver, July 15.— (Special)— It was 
a magnificent struggle — tho lacrosse mutch 
between Westminsteraud Victoriaat Queon'tt 
park, to day — but Mucnaughton and the 
Victoria team have added another hard-won 
victory to their list. So the glorious record 
of '!).') stands four wins and no defeats, and 
now the fjuget s of Victoria's victorious team 
(ire dallying with the folds of tho pennant 
which wiii }'Ct bo unfurled at the Cupital 
over the Gulf, 

"Thus far their courso has been onward 
and upward, and they aro crowned with 
wreatliB of victory." 

The Eraser river fellows wero in fine fet- 
tle; they had been practising faithfully, 
hoping to snatch victory from the champions, 
and their hope was near realization — so near 
that one grew hysterical watching the 
changing fortunes of the players. 

Tho teams limd, up at 3:4f) with R. 
Cheney, of Vancouver, holding the whistle, 
VV, Taylor, Vancouver, and WoocIh, Chilli- 
wuck, behind the poles. A. B Mackenzie 
was coach for Westminster, and \\. H. Cul- 
1 n piloted the visitors. 

The play started off looso on both sides, 
and several hot shots were tired on both 
(4(<al-i from long range. Tho rubber struuh 
the pole of Westminster's goal, bounded 
back, and was worked alon^ field to Vic- 
toria's defense, being captured by Lewis and 
punned to Kyall, who reached Cambridge 
uafo. Cambridge sent it home for Westmin- 
ster. Tunc— four minutes. 

Now a shout goes up from 4,000 Royal 
Ciiy representatives, but a busty trip 
through the crowd by visiting sports^ softly 
murmuring, " Even money on Victoria," 
elicits no response. 

" Oh they'll let them win the first gime, " 
some one said, "to get their money up. " 

But tho second game goes the same way, 
and the audience realize that if Victoria 
does not settle down to business, the " littlo 
sawed-ofFs " from the Fraser river will pile 
up a quartette of games on them so quickly 
that they will be able to catch tho Vaucon 
ver afternoon boat home. 

The second game took bix minutes to set- 
tle, McDonald, a new man from tho Win- 
peg club doing magnificent work for the 
home team. Ryall made the lucky shot, 
aud Snell, Westminster's budding senior, 
was interfering with Macnaughtou'd usuil 
g'«nie very olever'y, und needed to bo tired 
right out before the king of the homo field 
players could show his brilliant form. 

Now bets went up, several hundred dol- 
lars even ; all were assured Victoria wasn't 
playing' oil, and doubly so when after nino 
minutes' pluy B. l'eele, Lewia and Ryall by 
a. pretty combination, decided the third 
game in Westminster') favor, und betting 
stopped short. One was afraid; the other 
" daracnt", for Westminster had hut otic 
game Lo win. Ten to seven was otfered on 
Westminster with no takers. 

Game number four hud been in progress 
ten minutes when a most unfortunate eh 
cumatance occurred. Lewis was runnin 
with the ball, and Morton, who was check- 
ing him hard, injured Lewis to such an ex 
teut that he wus obliged to retire. Tin 
blow wus severe, but is suid to have been 
purely accidental. Tho spectators natur- 
ully sympathized with the injured man on 
their own team, und clamored lo h:.ve Mor- 
ton put off, uud tho referee retired Morton 
fur me game only, and replaced Lewia by a 
junior named Paul. After the game had 
o .ntinued four minutes, twelve to eleven 
players, "Pelt" Blight scored the first game 
fur Victoria, amid the painful silence of the 
grand stand. On a Victoria gentleman 
asking them why they did not cheer, they 
clamored faintly with their umbrellas 
aguiust the, boards of the grand stand. 

In the filth game Cambridge pressed 
Morton too hotly und Culliu interfered ; 
both players were retired fur tho game. At 
the end of SM minutes, the prettiest piece of 
combination lacrosse played this season, by 
Tite, Froat, Cullin aud Muenuughtoo, re- 
sulted in another game being scored by the 
boys in blue. Somehow everybody knew 
Victoria had the match after that. 

In the filth game Mucnuughton and 
Eckardt seemed to grow and develop in 
strength and in prowess. As the youugsterB 
say, "I wus only fooliu' all the time ; just 
watch me now," so it seemed with .Muc- 
nuughton. He treated his check with 
supreme indilference, and run awuy from 
everybody, positively playing with West 
minster's defence. IJefore tho sixth game 
was won by Victoria, Westminster peopl 
commented thus : 

" Well, I never thought Victoria would 
win." 

It was a foregone conclusion, though 
Victoria had two games to get ; Westtnin 
ster'a field was demoralized, and the players 
could not stick to their checks. The ball 
won Id (hop among a number of red shirts, 
when there would be u streak of blue as a 
Victoria player ruohed in amongst them, 
scooped tip tho ball, and pusaetl it to an- 
other part of the perfectly working ma- 
chine. 

In five minutes from face, Westminster 
playing a defence game all tho time, Mac- 
naughton dodged the entire squad of red 
blouses, passed behind the flags, and tipped 
to Frost, Frost doing what he was there lor, 
It- was now three to three, and hundreds of 
Westminster's people v\ent home. 

The seventh game was simply an exhibi 
tion of the power of Victoria's home. The 
delcnce had no work to do, but Clark, Eck- 
ardt, Frost and Mucnuughton, that magnifi- 
cent home quartette, did some beautiful 
work, Macnaughton's dodging never having 
been equalled in the Province. The quar 
tette were handsomely backed up by F. 
Cullin and Blight, while in the earlier p.urt 
of tho game, Morton, Tite, Ketchum, C. 
Cullin anil Belfry did splendid work. Me 
Lend, in goal, also added lustre to tho glory 
which surrounds the team to-night. i 

On account of the game going as it did, 
after the home team appearing to have hud 
its own way, caused feeling to run very 
high in Wi-Bttiiinuter, the excitement being 
in tense aud the reaction necessarily also. 
This, with other onuses, tend to make the 
grand tinule of the day's sport less agreeable 
to all parties than utter the Vancouver 
Dominion Day match.
